WASHINGTON; Aug. 16.—Gen- 
eral increases of about 80° per cent 
in the cost -ef living during the 
period from December, 1914, to 
June, 1919, were shown in tables 
made public here today by th De- 
partment of Labor. The tables were 
based on investigations in various 
representative cities over the coun- 
try. In every instance greatest in- 
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jereases were recorded in the prices 


of clothing and house furnishings. 
Food advances were of third im- 
portance. 

Figures for the pertod of Decem- 
ber, 1917, to June, 1919, 
weneral average increases of about 
20 per cent. 

Total increases in the two items 
of food and .clothing; without con-

BOOST RODY SHOULD WAKE U? 


Oakland’s Chamber of Commerce 
brought to that city during the past vear 
over a hundred new factories, big and 
little, of its own efforts. How many did 
Richmond’s Chamber of Commerce bring 
to Richmond? How many has it ever 
brought to Richmond? If other towns 
can do things, why can’t we? What’s 
the matter? We have every. arugment in 
the world to put up, but it is not put up. 

What this town needs right now worse 
than anything else is a Chamber of Com- 
merce, Board of Trade or other similar 
body that will be worthy of the name. 

With all due respect to the present 
organization, one of whom we are, and 
with acknowledgment of the fine times 
the directors have eating lunch. at the 
Elks’ club, smoking good cigars and tell- 
ing*funny stories, there can be no pos- 
sible doubt but what as a boost body for 
Richmond it has been a great big fizzle. 

There, now, that ought to make them 
sit up and take notice, and snort and get 
real mad, and bite off the end of their 
cigar—possibly a nail—with an angry 
snap. We hope so. That is the object. 
We want to get them mad enough to wake 
up and realize that sociability is not the 
only object of a Chamber of Commerce. 

We tried this throwing of brickbats at 
one California boost club when we first 
came to the State—down the peninsula at 
Mountain Véew, and it worked first rate. 
It had been doing a Rip Van Winkle sicsta 
for years, and we could not wake it up, 
so we coaxed about a hundred of them 
out one night and told them that our 
doctors back in Colorado in the high 
mountain altitudes had told us that we 
either had to, go to sea level or a ceme- 
tery, but had not sail we had to go 
to both at the same time. Well, you 
just “ought. tos have ‘seen “those fellows 
paw the air. They get real hot, and 
mad as hornets, with the result that they 
forgot to go to sleep again, but instead 
got busy and accomplished a whole lot 
of good for their town. ' 

The present commercial club should 
get together the citizens generally of the 
city in a big mass meeting and outline 
some plan whereby the desired board of 
trade end could be brought to bear good 
fruit. The Richmond Industrial Com- 
mission is a fine body of splendid boost- 
ers, but it is composed of big tract own 
ers, doing busines mostly in San Fran- 
cisco, and cannot possibly be expected 
to take the place of a purely local boost 
body. They have brought factories and 
millions of dollars to Richmond, and are 
always ready to respond with time and 
money whenever. anything of importance 
comes up, but there should be a local 
body to aid in all this kind of work and 


to attend to the hundreds of smaller . 


affairs that are continually coming up. 

The secretary gets letters from people 
who want to know something about Rich- 
mond, and asking him to send them liter- 
ature. He hasn’t any. He has a few 
books that cost about two-bits apiece to 
print,’ years ago, But he ought to have 
50,000 leaflets to enclose in every letter 
that is mailed out of this city by any- 
body. Such’ leaflets should be on every 
business man’s desk and should be en- 
closed in every letter he mails. Gentlemen 
of the Chamber of Commerce, we don’t 
care what you do, jut so long as you do 
something, along these lines, and if there 
is anything—anything—that we can pos- 
sibly do to help, just make a noise like 
a whistle or a ‘‘hoo-whoo”’ and we will 
take a genuine pleasure in getting up in 
the middle of the night, or leaving the 
table when hungry, to do it, and be 
glad to.
